Applicant's argument is not persuasive. 

Specifically, applicant argues that because the prior art in Odenwalder teaches a single data transmission channel and Honkasalo 
discloses multiple data transmission channels, the prior art references cannot be combined. In response to applicant's argument that 
there is no suggestion to combine the references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by combining or 
modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so 
found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 
F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988) and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, the : 
teachings of Odenwalder provide increased rate of transmission and increased bandwidth efficiency (e.g., see col. 2, line 36 - col. 7; line 
46) and to be in accordance with the IS-95 standard, data is transmitted using one data transmission channel (e.g., see col. 2, lines 1- 
13). At the time of the invention it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to apply the teachings of Odenwalder to the 
method of Honkasalo in order to provide increased rate of transmission and increased bandwidth efficiency, and further, since applicant 
discloses (e.g., see specification, page 1, line 34) that applicant's invention is in accordance with the well known teachings of the ISf95 
standard and since such teachings by Odenwalder are specific, well known, teachings in accordance with the IS-95 standard. Still : 
further, it is noted herein that it is well known in the art that applying a well known standard, or protocol, to a system provides the system 
with significantly improved industrial applicability. Thus, at the time of the invention it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in 
the art to apply the IS-95 standard to the system of Honkasalo, whereby one data transmission is utilized as disclosed in the prior art of 
Odenwalder, since it is well known in the art that applying a well known standard, or protocol, to a system provides the system with ; 
significantly improved industrial applicability. Accordingly, applicant's argument is not persuasive. 
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
